The 
number ot deaths is 
remarkably large, 
which th >ws that prisoners are neglected. 
It is v^ry evident from the facts which 
barn already come to light that many of 
our prisons need reforming.

REPORT OF THE 
CHARITIES. 


The State Board of Charities and Reform 
has made a report concerning the Mil wan- ; 
kee House of Correction. It was delivered 
to the Governor on Saturday afternoon I 
and on that day appeared in full in the 
State Journal. After giving a brief histo- j 
ry of the prison, the Board mildly apolo- ( 
gizes for having rn previous reports stated 
that the prison was In good condition and 
was well managed. It appears that these j 
conclusions were reached without a thor* 
ough examination, the members of the | 
Board relying upon 
the statements of ! 
managers of the prison. The Board then I 
says that there were bat three ways by 
which it could gain any knowledge of the 
cruelties lo the prisoo: (I) By witnessing 
them in its visits to the institution ; (2) by 
earolog of them tnrough the convicts or 
officers in their visit to the prison; or (J) by 
ex-conyicts telling ot their barbarities out 
side. The members confess 
that they 
never saw anything in their visits to even 
excite suspicion. No convict or officer 
ever told them of the cruelties, though 
frequent opportunities were given them to 
talk of the matter. No complaints were 
ever made, and they never heard of the 
black-hole, the gag, the barbarities, the 
kicks and cuffs, profanity and clubs, bad 
meat and wretched flour, until they saw 
the charges made In the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel. This is the best excuse the Board 
could make, and probably under the cir­ 
cumstances, itfis sufficient. 
According to the testimony obtained by 
the Board of Charities, the folio wing points 
have been proved: 
1. That the gag which was used in such 
aa inhuman manner was unknown to 
the law, and in using it the managers knew 
they were violating the law. 
2. That the black-hole was unfit for 
any convict to live in ; that it was small, 
cold, dark, damp, filthy, and not ventilated; 
that the poisonous air, sickening odors, 
which constantly tilled the cell, perma­ 
nently impaired the health of all who were 
incarcerated therein any length of time. 
J. That if there was one thing more 
than another that stigmatized the genets! 
management of the prison, it wee the coc- 
tract made by the County Board of Super­ 
visors for the “meat” to be furnished the 
prisoners, and which bore the stamp “ pris­ 
oners* meat;” that the meat for the officers 
cost seven cents a pound, while the meat for 
the prisoners cost only 4}^ and was dear 
at that; that the contract provided there 
should be good meat sent to the House of 
Correction, while the foulest meat in the 
market was provided tor the prisoners; or 
in the language of the Board, "we Aud 
abundant prjof of the dirty and vile char­ 
acter of much of the meat fam ished/’ 
4. That under Kennedy’s Inspectorship 
there was less fraud in the meat contracts 
than under Hase.

Ghastly Belies of Waterloo.

For the truth of the incidents relati d be­ 
low I have the best possible proof: “Geo. 
Shaw, a brave Englishman, when sur­ 
rounded on the field of Waterloo by a 
cumber ot the enemy, made a gallant strug­ 
gle for existence, and fought his way back 
to bis comrades over the dead bodies of a 
dozen Frenchmen whom he had slain. As 
a reward for his bravery, Wellington sent 
for the soldier and in the course of his 
conversation with him, gave him permis­ 
sion to take home with him whatever relic 
chose from the battlefield. Shaw’s choice 
was this skeleton of e French general, kill­ 
ed lo the action. The ghastly trophy was 
safely transported to England, and hung in 
the soldier’s closet at Hanley in Stafford­ 
shire, 
England,

regard it as a nuisance, and disposed of it 
to Samuel Pullock, manufacturer of china.
